Last Saturday afternoon was a little 
more lively than Antioch is accustomed 
to at this time of the year, the occas- 
alon being the visit. of the Red Cross 
motorcade; Promptly at four o'clocR, 
the schedule timeline advance car ar- 
med. It was. followed by close 'to 
eighty other cars decorated-with Amer- 
Jean, Red Cross and service flags and 
banners of all descriptions. • They were 
Red Cross boosters including Red Cross 
nurses, Junior Red. Cross, representa- 
tives of war relief, each young lady re- 
presenting a succored nation, Uncle 
Sam, Columbia,men's and ladies bands 
sailors, mothers with sons in service' 
Illinois Reserve Militia, Home Guards,' 
•Red Cross auxiliary, service flag bear- 
ers, farmerettes from the Illinois Train- 
ing school for Women near Liberty, 
ville; executive committee of Lake 
. County Chapter of Red Cross, news- 
paper reporters and citizens. 

A local parade made up of the school 
children and the Antioch band joined 
the ranks at the grade school and after 
a parade through the main street a 
holt was made at Morley's corner where 
, Senator R, B . • Swift gave a brief 
address and then introduced the prin- 
cipal speaker Mr. James Harrington 
Scott of Geneva, Illinois, who briefly 
extolled the good work of the Red Cross 
organization; how.it has been a light 
that has never failed any nation in 
f pestilence, devastation of war. He 
. reminded hfs auditors that the govern- 
ment had turned over to the Red Cross 
the mighty task of furnishing surgical 
dressings for the great war. and that 
no longer, were the wounds of soldiers 
dressed with sawdust. He declared it 
far greater patriotism for one to donate 
to the Red Cross than to invest in 
Liberty bonds„the safest investment in 
the- world. -The Red Cross asks you 
to give/ not to .'invest'," he said, 
and we must give unstintedly if wo 
are to ; stopjthe terrible Hun horde by 
standing solidly behind our boys/'. 
' At the close of the program the Co " 
parade again marched down Main street 
and a grand rush, was made for the 
machines and in a few moments they 
were on their way to Fox Lake, where 
another stop was made. 

The motorcade left Libertyvllle at 
the appointed time and one of the fea- 
tures of the trip was to enter and leave 
each village exactly on schedule time, 
ineir first stop was at Grayslake and 
there they were #ven a royal welcome 
and a goodly number of the Grayslske 
People joined in with them for the re- 
mainder of the trip;; The second stop 
was at Lake Villa.where'their numbers 
were again increased by the joining of 
the Allendale band and enthusiastic 
-Ked Cross workers. 

This parade was one of the biggest 
and best of its kind, that has ever toured 
Lake Co; and ft truly wasagrand inaug.

It is 

quiet a sight to see a couple thousand 

horsemen going through drills such as 

fours right or left, etc.-; the horses are 

all well trained and full(oMife. '■ 

You may wonder whfc doctors are 
learning to, ride, they are mounted 
officers and must know how to doit. 
Here are Borne of the stunta.we put 
those horses through: jumping'hurdles, 
fences, ditches, etc., trotting, galloping 
and running with or without our feet 
in the stirups. One difficult thing is to 
ride in a circle with a small boll in your 
right palm and arm extended first walk- 
ing, then trotting, then galloping, when 
you can do that without loosing the 
ball you can sav you can ride. 

Fort Riley and Funston is one whole 
division and has about thirty thousand 
acres, hills and gulleys everywhere, in 
Illinois we would call them mountains. 
It is some windy place, instead of 
rain we have Band storms. I am going 
to repeat this is a great life and Uncle 
Sam treats his men with the very best 
of everything. No one need fear that 
their boy is going to be mistreated. All 
stories one may hear to the contrary is 
false. We work hard eat a lot of good 
food and sleep for all we are worth, and 
feel as if we could eaci and every one 
lick the German army with one hand.

Wilson Opens Red Cross Cam- 
paign With Speech at

OVER 5,000,000 MEN WILL 
GO TO FRONT, IF NECESSARY 




Declares America Will Not Be Divert- 
ed From Its Purpose of Wlnnlnfl the 
War by Insincere Approaches on the 
iject of Peace— Urges All to Con- 
tribute^ Generously Towards $100,- 
000,000 Red Cross Fund— Condemns 
Those Who Attempt to Make Profit 
Out of the War. 

New York,, May 20.— President 'Wll-J 
son, opening the $100,000,000". Red 
Cross drive at a rally In the Metropol- 
itan opera house Saturday night, de- 
clared for an unlimited army, greater 
than 5,000,000, if necessary. In the 
afternoon he marched In a parude of 
70,000 Red fcross workers, and as he 
walked down Fifth avenue he received 
the greatest reception ever uccorded a 
president of the United Stutes. At the 
opera house he wus repeatedly 
cheered. 

"I have heard gentlemen recently 
any," said he, "that we roust get 5,- 
000,000 men ready. Why limit It. to 
r»,000,000? I have asked congress to 
name no limit, because congress la- 
tends, I am sure, as we 111 Intend, that 
every ship that can carry men or sup- 
plies shall go luden upon every voy- 
age with every roan and every supply 
she can carry." 

The United States, the president de- 
clared, will not be diverted from Us 
purpose of winning the war by insin- 
cere approaches on the subject of 
peace. 

Dwelling on the duty of Americans 
to give to the Red Cross, the president 
declared no man could afford to make 
money out of the wur. 

The audience was composed of dis- 
tinguished men and women, most of 
whom have been leaders In the work 
of the Red Cross. 

Text of President's Speech. 

The president's speech In full fol- 
lows: 

"Air. Chairman nnd Fellow Country- 
men — I should be very sorry to think 
that Mr. Davison In any degree cur- 
tailed his exceedingly Interesting 
speech for fear that he was postpon- 
ing mine, because I am sure you 
listened with the same intense nnd In- 
tlmate Interest with which I listened 
to the extraordinarily vivid account 
he, gave of the things which he had 
realized -because he hud come in con- 
tact with them on the other side of 
the waters. i 

"We compass thqin with ou/- 5 ma gin- 
ntlon ; he compassed 'thorn 'Tn his per- 
sonal experience. And I um not come 
here tonight to review for you the 
work of the Red Cross. 

"I nm not competent to do so be- 
cause I have not had the time or the 
opportunity to follow It in detail. 

"I have come here simply to say n 
few words to you as to what it all 
seems to me to mean, and It means 
a great deal. 

Won't Limit Army to 5,000,000. 

"There are two duties with which 
we are face to face. The first duty 
Is to win the war. And the second 
duty, that goes hnnd-ln-hnnd with it, 
Is to win It greatly and worthily, 
showing the real quality of our pow- 
er not only but the real quality of our 
purpose and of ourselves. 

"Of course, the first duty, the duty 
that we must keep In the foreground 
of our thought until it is accomplished, 
is to win the wur. 

"I have heard gentlemen recently 
say that we must get r>,000,000 men 
ready. Why limit It to 5,000,000? 

"I have asked the congress of the 
United States to name no 'limit be- 
cause the congress Intends, 1 am sure, 
as we all Intend, that every shlpthut 
can carry men or supplies shall go 
laden upon every voyage with every 
man and every supply she can carry. 
Peace Offers Insincere. 

"And we are not to be diverted from 
the grim purpose of winning the war 
by any Insincere approaches upon the 
subject of pence. I can say with a 
clear conscience that I have tested 
those Intimations und have found 
them Insincere. 

"I now recognize them for what 
they are — an opportunity to have a 
free hand, particularly In the East, 
to carry out purposes of conquest und 
exploitation. 

"Every proposal with regard to ac- 
commodation In the West Involves a 
reservation with regard to .the East. 
Now, so far as I am concerned, I In- 
tend to stand by Russia us well as 
Frace."

"For the glory of this war, my fel- 
low citizens, Insofar us we are con- 
cerned, Is tlint it Is, perhaps for the 
first time In history, an iinselush wur. 
"I could not be proud to tight for iw 
selfish purpose, but I can be proud- to 
fight for mankind. 

"If they wish pence let them come 
forward through accredited represent- 
atives and lay their terms on the table. 
We have laid ours, and they know what 
they ure. 

"But behind nil this grim purpose, 
my friends, lies the opportunity to 
demonstrate not only force, which will 
be demonstrated to the utmost, but the 
opportunity to demonstrate character, 
and It Is thut opportunity that. we have 
most conspicuously In the work of the 
Red Cross. 

"Not that our men In arms do not 
represent our character, for they do, 
and It Is a character which those who 
see and realize appreciate and admire; 
but their duty is the duty of force. 
The duty Of the Red Cross Is the duty 
of mercy nnd succor and friendship. 
War Uniting the World. 
"Have you formed a picture In your 
Imagination of what this war Is doing 
for us nnd for the world? 

"In my own mind I am convinced 
that not n hundred years of peace 
could hove knitted this nation togeth- 
er us this single year of war has knit- 
ted It together; and better even than 
that. If possible, it Is knitting the 
world together. 

"Look at the picture. In the center 
of the scene, four nations engaged 
against the world, nnd at every point 
of vantage, showing that they are seek- 
ing selfish aggrandizement; ■ and, 
against them, twenty-three govern- 
ments representing the greater part of 
the population of the world, drawn to- 
gether Into a new sense of community 
of Interest, a new sense of community 
of purpose, n new sense of unity of 
life. 

"The secretary of war told mo an 
Interesting Incident the other dny. Me, 
said when he was In Italy n member 
of the Italian government was explain- 
ing to him the many reasons why Itnly 
felt near to the United States. 
Heart of U. S. in Italy. 
"'If you want to try an Interesting 
experiment go up to any one of these 
troop trains nnd ask In English bow 
many of them have been In Amtrlcii, 
and see what happens.' 

"lie tried the experiment. He went 
up to a troop train nnd he said : 'How 
many of you boys have been In Amer- 
ica?' and he said it seemed to hltn as 
if half of them sprang up: 'Me from 
Sun Francisco; me from New York: 
nil over.' 

"There wns part of the heart of 
America In the Italian anny. People 
that had been knitted to us by associ- 
ation, who knew us, who had lived 
amongst us, who had worked shoulder 
to shoulder with us, and now friends 
of America, were fighting for their na- 
tive Italy. 

Assails War Profiteers. 
"Friendship Is the only cement that 
will ever hold the world together. And 
this Intimate contact of the Red Cross 
with the people who are suffering th 
terrors nnd deprivations of this war I 
going to be one of the greatest Inst ri 
mentalities of friendship that th 
world ever knew, and the center of tl 
heart of it all, If we sustain it propc 
ly, will be this land that we so dear 
love. 

"My friends, a grent day of duty 1 
come, und duty finds n man's soul 
no kind of work can ever find It. 

'•May I say this? The duty that fi 
us nil now Is to serve one another, 
no mun can afford to make a for 
put ofthls war. 

"There are men amongst us 
have forgotten that, If they eye 
It.

Washington, May *Jl7. — President 
Wilson hns asked Cluhrles E. Hughes 
to assist Attorney General Gregory In 
Investigating the aircraft situation. 
Mr. Hughes has replied that he will 
be glad to assist 

Correspondence between the presi- 
dent and Mr. Hughes was made pub- 
lic here. The president snld the Im- 
portance of the aviation service war- 
ranted an investigation with as llttlo 
delay as possible. 

In asking Mr. Hughes to help In tho 
Investigation the president said: 

'Tou have doubtless noticed that 
very serious charges of dishonesty 
have been made In connection with 
the production, of aircraft. 

"Because of the capital Importance 
of this branch of the military servlco 
I feel that these charges should bo 
thoroughly Investigated and with as 
little delay as possible In order that 
the guilty, If there be any such, may 
be promptly and vigorously prosecuted 
and that the reputations of those- 
whose actions have been attacked mny 
bo protected In case the charges aro 
groundless. 

"I requested the department of Jus- 
tice to use every Instrumentality at 
Its disposal to Investigate these charges 
and, with the approval of the attorney 
general, I nm writing to beg thnt you 
will act with him In malting this in- 
vestigation. I feel that this Is n mat- 
ter of tho very greatest Importance 
and I sincerely hope that. you will feel 
that it Is possible to continue your 
very valuable service In studying and 
missing upon the questions Involved." 

Mr. Hughes replied that he would 
arrange his affairs "to enter upon the 
Inquiry with as little delay as possi- 
ble.

A desperate eleventh-hour attempt 
to turn the tables on the government 
forces was made by Sinn Felners In 
County Tyrone while Viscount 
French's dragnet was gathering In 500 
men and woman conspirators In the 
German-Irish revolt plot. 

A crowd of masked men stormed 
Burneourt castle, the seat of the duke 
of Albercourt, and made an unsuccess- 
ful search for arms. 

There has been scarcely any blood- 
shed In the Island-wide roundup of 
plotters. Except for the abortive raid 
of Burneourt castle, the only, disturb-, 
traces reported so far took place at 
Sklbbereen, where seven Sinn Feln- 
ers resisted constabulary forces; 

One of the protestnnts Is, reported 
to have been shot In the arm. Troops 
are guarding the government build- 
ings and railways In Cork. 

The Observer, commenting on the 
Irish situation, says: 

"A grave step has been taken In 
Ireland for grave reasons. Friday, 
morning Professor De Valera, presi- 
dent of the Sinn Fein party, iindmnny' 
other extremists were arrestedl 

"The reason Is that. these avowed 
separatists and pro-Germans/ have 
once more been in (treasonable touch 
with the enemy, despite the leniency 
with which they were treated after the' 
last Dublin outbreak. 

"In view of Admiral von Capelle's 
assertion that Germany Is assured for 
years to come*of a steady supply of 
U-boats which never cease their \ ef- 
forts to get in touch with the Sinn 
Felners and separatists, this repeated 
treason must be put dowu with un 
unflinching hand. 

"An organized nationalist attempt 
Is being made to mislead and preju- 
dice American opinion with regard to 
the Irish situation. This attempt will 
undoubtedly be continued" unless It 
Is met with stern nnd cooi' discrimina- 
tion across the Atlantic. 

"John Dillon, the Irish nationalist 
leader, and his friends have made 
themselves responsible for a malevo- 
lent manifesto. It asserts that the 
British government Is not sincere In 
Its lutentIons r wlth regard to the home 
rule bill and that the British policy 
Is falling In its promise to Ireland. 

"We hope thnt President Wilson and 
the people of the United States will 
not be mislead by the Dillon mnnlfesto. 
We hope they will set themselves fully 
to understand what the British policy 
In Ireland really Is. 

"It; is a plain thing nnd an. honest 
thing and Is the only thing compatible, 
on the one side, with the war Inter- 
ests of the allies, while, on the other 
sb;lo, tending steadily to, reconcile two 
breeds and creeds. ••• •' 

"Without that, Ireland, in wasting 
and barren agitation, will pUmge from 
one unsettlement to another and there 
will be" no health In her."

If we are to furnish the Allies with the necessary pwpop- 
tion of wheat to maintain their war bread from now until tne 
next harvest, and this is a military necessity, we must reduce 
our monthly consumption to 21,000,000 bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of about 42,000,000 bushels, 
or 60 per cent, of our normal consumption. This is the situa- 
tion as set forth by the U. S. Food Administration at Washing- 
ton. Reserving a margin for distribution to the army and for 
special cases, leaves for general consumption approximately 
\IA pounds of wheat products weekly per person. The Food 
Administration's statement continues: Many of our consumers 
are dependent upon bakers* bread. Such bread must.be durable 
and therefore, requires a larger proportion of wheat products 
than cereal breads baked in the household. Our army and 
navy require a full allowance. The well-to-do in our population 
can make greater sacrifices in the consumption of wheat 
products than can the poor. In addition, our population in 
the agricultural districts, where the other cereals are abun- 
dant, are more skilled in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals than the crowded city and! industrial populations. 
With improved transportation conditions we now have avail- 
able a surplus of potatoes. We also have in the spring months 
• a surplus of milk, and we have ample corn and oats for human 
consumption. The drain on rye and barley, as substitutes, has 
already greatlyiexhausted the supply of these grains.

Muny thousand families throughout 
the land are now using no wheat prod- 
ucts whatever, except a very small 
nmount for cooking purposes, and are 
doing so In perfect health and satisfac- 
tion. There Is no reason why all of 
tho American people who are able to 
cook in their own households cannot 
subsist perfectly well with the use of 
less wheat products than ono and one- 
half pounds a week, and wo specially 
ask the well-to-do households In the 
country to follow this additional pro- 
gramme In. order that we may provide 
tho necessary marginal supplies for 
those parts of the community less able 
to adnpt themselves to so large a pro- 
portion of substitutes. . 

\n order that wo shall ho able to 
make the wheat exports that are ab- 
solutely demnnded of us to maintain 
the civil population and soldiers of the 
allies and our own urray, wo propose 
to supplement the voluntary coopera- 
tion of the public by a further limita- 
tion of distribution, and we shall place 
at once restrictions on distribution 
which will be adjusted from lime to 
time to secure as nearly equltuble dis- 
tribution as possible. With the urrlval 
of harvest we should be olile to relax 
such restrictions. Until then we ask 
for the necessary patience, sacrifice 
and co-operation of tho distributing 
trades.
